Will the Library be paperless by the 
year 2000? 

It's not likely that paper will be entirely 
replaced, but we are at a point where we 
need to balance the provision of print and 
electronic resources and still stay within a 
reasonable budget. Online sources raise 
complex issues, including licensing, copy- 
right, archiving, and keeping certain sources 
in both print and online formats, which gets 
very expensive. We are digitizing more of 
our print collections and creating image 
databases of photographs and manuscripts 
in our Historical Collections. The positive 
outcome of all this effort is that it will 
greatly facilitate 24-hour remote access to a 
variety of information resources, which 
becomes particularly critical in our outreach 
efforts to support the information needs of 
affiliated physicians and preceptors in the 
University of Virginia Health System. 


How do today’s professionals deal 
with information overload? 

Medical and nursing students as well as 
faculty and researchers are realizing that 
information management is a key to their 
success, and that it is a vital skill that must 
be mastered in order to support their work. 
The library's educational programs help 
guide users through the systems and 
software that can make their work more 
efficient, whether running a search on 
MEDLINE to find a pertinent article, 
browsing the Web for relevant information 
sources, or preparing a PowerPoint demon- 
stration to present to their colleagues. 


How will the Library facilitate 
information delivery throughout 
the Health Sciences Center? 

We have great aspirations for seamless 
access to information at the point of need, 
and we have the expertise to make it hap- 
pen. Librarians have experience dealing 
with standardized vocabularies, online 
searching terminology, cataloging and 
indexing, user interface design, and use of 
the Web to deliver and create information. 
Web technology will facilitate integration 
of library knowledge-based resources with 
clinical data to support patient care. 
Librarians can assist users in dealing with 
new technologies and aid in the transition 
to these integrated systems. 


What do you hope to achieve 
through the Capital Campaign? 
Information systems change so rapidly 
that it is challenging to incorporate the 
latest and best tools into the Library's 
offerings, and still operate within our 
budgetary restrictions. We also must 
maintain our teaching, outreach, and 
building initiatives. We have received 
good support through donations from the 
medical faculty totaling $40,000 and from 
the Class of 1947, who donated $140,000 
on their 50th anniversary to support 
professional development. This is a good 
start, but only the beginning. 


With so many changes, does 
anything stay the same? 

We always try to maintain our customer 
service orientation. With all these 
high-tech systems, we realize the need for 
high-touch to maintain a balance. So we 
try to listen to the user - the only one who 
can accurately articulate his or her real 
needs. We are eager to hear new ideas, 
and are ready to listen via phone, fax, 
e-mail, or our Web-based comment form.

Master's Program

he State Council of Higher Education 

for Virginia (SCHEV) recently 

announced approval of the newly 
created Master of Science Program in 
Health Evaluation Sciences effective fall 
1997. This program will subsume the 
University’s existing program in epidemi- 
ology, which has been in place since 1981. 


Interdisciplinary Program 

One of the first programs of its kind, 

the interdisciplinary program in Health 
Evaluation Sciences will equip its graduates 
to tackle a variety of topics, ranging from 
broad questions of health policy to specific 
issues concerning the most cost-effective 
forms of treatment. The program is designed 
for new graduate students who seek effective 
preparation for a career in the modern, 
dynamic health care field as well as for 
current health professionals who wish to 
enhance their clinical, research, administra- 
tive, or information management skills. 


Full- and Part-Time Options 

The 30-credit program, designed to be 

completed in one year of intensive 
full-time study, provides a broad-based intro- 
duction to the “basic clinical sciences” and 
provides flexibility for students to choose 
from among five tracks according to their 
interests. Part-time options spanning two or 
more years are also available. 

Concentrations are offered in epidemi- 

ology, clinical investigation, health services 
research and outcomes evaluation, health 
care informatics, and health care resource 
management. Students complete a core cur- 
riculum of five courses in the fall semester;

the spring is devoted to completing special- 
ized coursework appropriate to a student's 
chosen concentration, as well as a thesis or 
project conducted under the supervision of a 
faculty advisor.

The Department 
of Health Evaluation Sciences, home to the 
MS program and the first department of its 
kind in a US medical school, is committed to 
fostering a spirit of increased communica- 
tion and connections among medicine, 
business, and politics and to the continued 
evaluation and improvement of medical 
research and delivery methods and 
techniques.

The Prior Health Sciences 
Library at Ohio State has intro- 
duced its new Biomedical 

J ournal Title Converter. Found 
on the Web at http://bones.med. 
ohio-state.edu/abrv/, this ser- 
vice assists in converting the 
full title of a biomedical journal 
to an abbreviation, or an abbre- 
viation back into the full title. It 
searches over 8,000 titles, 
including 3,854 titles currently 
indexed for MEDLINE. 


For example, you can search the 
full title “) ournal of Allergy & 
Clinical Immunology,” and 
retrieve the abbreviation 

“) Allergy Clin Immunol” for just 
that title. You can also requesta 
longer list of matches, such as 
all journals with the word 
“allergy,” by setting the 
“Maximum number of records 
returned” to “all.” 


The system uses data from the 
National Library of M edicine’s 
(NLM) List of Serials Indexed 
for Online Users (| anuary 1997), 
and displays the full NLM 
record, including International 
Standard Serial Number (ISSN) 
and the “Continues” note field 
(used to inform the user of jour- 
nal name changes).

What PubMed Has to Offer

n June 26, 1997, Vice President 

Gore introduced PubMed, a new 

service launched by the National 
Library of Medicine (NLM), providing free 
access over the World Wide Web to 
MEDLINE® — the world’s most extensive 
collection of published medical information. 
Prior to this, NLM required users to register 
and pay to search MEDLINE and other NLM 
databases. Web access to PubMed is avail- 
able at: http:// www.nlIm.nih.gov.

and provides access to a bibliographic data- 
base of biomedical information, drawn pri- 
marily from MEDLINE and PreMEDLINE. The 
MEDLINE file contains bibliographic cita- 
tions and author abstracts from over 3,800 
current biomedical journals published in the 
United States and 70 foreign countries. The 
file contains over 8.6 million records dating 
back to 1966. 

The PreMEDLINE database provides basic 
citation information and abstracts before the 


full records are prepared and added to 
MEDLINE. New records are added to 
PreMEDLINE daily. After MeSH terms and 
other indexing data are added, the complet- 
ed records are added weekly to MEDLINE 
and deleted from the interim PreMEDLINE 
database. In addition, for participating 
journals that are indexed selectively for 
MEDLINE, PubMed includes all articles from 
those journals, not just those that are 
included in MEDLINE. PubMed also provides 
access to the molecular biology databases 
included in NCBI’s Entrez retrieval system. It 
is expected that access to additional NLM 
databases will be added in the future. 


Linking to Full Text of Journal 
Articles 

PubMed has been developed in conjunction 
with publishers of biomedical literature as a 
search tool for accessing literature citations 
and linking to full-text journals at publish- 
ers’ Web sites. Publishers participating in 
the PubMed project supply NCBI with for- 
matted citations prior to or at the time of 
publication, and NCBI adds them to the 
PubMed database. If the publisher has a 
WWW site that offers full text of its journals, 
PubMed provides links to that site. Some 
journals may require that you register, 
subscribe, or pay a fee in order to view the 
full text of an article. A list of PubMed 
journals that offer full text is available at: 
http:/ / www.ncbi.nim.nih.gov/ pubmed/ 
fulltext.html. 


What about Ovid? 
How does PubMed compare to the Health 
Sciences Library's Ovid database search sys- 
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tem (http:/ / ovid.med.virginia.edu/ 
ovidweb/ ovidweb.cgi)? A careful evalua- 
tion shows that the two systems comple- 
ment, rather than replace, each other. The 
major advantages of PubMed are the cur- 
rency of PreMEDLINE references, the avail- 
ability of full text links to journals, and the 


molecular biology databases. Ovid’s advan- 
tages are its flexible interface, advanced 
search features, links to full text using one 
interface, availability of multiple databases, 
and customized display and save options.
